Big British films have scored 
a remarkable “succes d’estime” 
and rate high in the lists for 
snob appeal, 


They .have had fantastically good 
Press reviews from critics, wearled 
by long sight of Miss Rita Hay- 
worth’s good intentions. They rate 
on Brondway just as a good French 
film rates at the Academy or Curzon 
in London. : 


Most successful of all has been 
“Brief Encounter,” which has been 
running at a lithe theatre for 36 


| weeks to steady support, 


“Henry V,," although not yet so 
successful, is the darling. of the In- 
telligentsia and should run on in- 
definitely. 


“Cnesar and Cleopatra’ started 


‘with a fine bang on the big drum, 


but adverse word-of-mouth criticism 
has steadily been sapping its vigour, 
and its, future is now doubtful, 


Surprise hit is a modest affair we 
call “Western Approaches,” known 
here.as-“Tho Raider," -.In.the-brittle 
and sexy garishness of Times-square 
this little tale of endeavour shines 
indeed like a good deed. 


The question, .of course, ‘arlses— 
Is this success carning us any 
doJlars?: I’m afraid very few. Costs 
of distribution nnd exploitation here 
are so high that there are -only 
scrapings of the honcypot ieft. for us. 


Thus—it [s the American custom 
that all films shall bear thelr share 
of the cost of running the whole 
theatre circult) ta which they are 
booked. 


And 50 many a British film is con- 
tributing by its carnings to the 
running cost of some little theatre 
in Memphis or’ Milwnukee which it 
will probably itself never play. 


One group of seven British films, 
which includes. “Colonel Blimp,” 
“Henry V.," and “Caesar,” and re- 
presents a cnpital outlay/of not less 
than £5,000,000, has earned the 
modest sum cf £50,000 only in 
dollars.

This blueprint lays emphasis

Of 34 new lines, aggregating 
12,230 . kilometres,*. planned, 
about 20 will be constructed in 
Szechuan, Kwelchow, Ninghsia, 
Chinghai and Slkang provinces.

RICE SUPPLY — 


MAY BE NORMAL|: 


IN 3 YEARS 


In three years’ time the Far 
East will be producing its pre- 
war supplies of rice, Mr Somer- 
sect Butler, chief of the’ Com- 
bined .Slam Rice Commission, 
told the press in Singapore, 

“But even that may not be 
enough,” Mr Butler sald. “The 
population of India: is incrensing by 
5,000,000 each yenr and the 
minimum amount of rice which these 


‘people wilt need will be 500,000 tons 


annually.” 1 


Asked why Malayno's rice ration 
wns less than) India's, Mr 
sold; “If the amount of foodstuffs 
thot the average Indian ents waa 
assessed in calories and compared 
with the calorifle value of a worker's 
rations in Malnya, there would be 
very little differences, The ration 
{s worked out on no calorie system 
which takes Into necount ather food- 
stuffs which may be availobld.” 

» A ton. of rice in: Siam is worth 
£15, but in Malnya the same rice is 
worth £200, Mr Butler said. “Isn't 
that incentive envugh for any 
smugeler? Stam has a long coastline 
and it is. diflcult to police. Re- 
cently, the Siamese Government 
passed legislation which empowered 
the authorities to sentence smurgrlors 
af rice to life Imprisonment and con- 
(senate the ship concerned.” 

“Pipeline” Supply 

Detailing the manner ‘in 
rice is collected and shipped, Mr 
Butler said! “We are given the 
exportable rice by. the Siamese 
Government ex-rice milly in Bang- 
kok, They.are seattered all, over 
the place and it is necessaty to 
earry: the rice down to a2 point 
where it can be transferred to 
lighters ond token out to scagoing 
ships. The whole transport takes 
between seven ond 14 days and 
averages 10 days. Therefore, we 
have always pot this ‘plpelina’_of 
rice in’ transit.” : 

Tt would be quite possible to send: 
rice from Stam ‘by rail, he sald, 
“but I doubt if half of it would even 
get to Malaya, The train would 
pass through areas of great shortage 
and a great deal of the rice would 
undoubtedly be looted, 

“There is plenty of shipping. and 
it is) dimcwt to transfer iarze 
quantitles of rice by rail, so shipping 
would ‘appear to be the.most. suitable 
way of getiing rice to Malaya,”

Between 1040 and 1045, the sizo 
Aropped from an average of 3.75 to 
4 members. The bureau expects 
‘t to level off to about 2.6 by July, 
1047, and graduate downward to 3.1 
Sy 1980, . 


The abrupt decline, In spite of 
high wartime birth rates, occurred 
largely because the number of men 
tnken Into the armed forces - was 
greater than the natural increase, the 
sureau said, 


In a survey on what happened to 
the Amcrican family between 1940 
ind V-E Day, 1045, the Bureau alsy 
found that the number of farm 
(unitics was sliced by almost 12 per 
cent. It was the groateat drop re 
corded.. Tho Bureau attributed jt 
lo the call of the draft and higher 
pay in war Industrica,

From Rocket 


The applied physics Inbora-
